JUNIOR RED CROSS...

FOOTBALL REVIEW...

High light of the game was Milt Kadlec’s 70 yard return of a punt 
for a touchdown. Since the victory was never doubtful, all the reserves saw action.

Under BHS’s newly lighted field, our boys rallied in the last quarter to eke out a one 
point win. Kadlec skirted left end with the winning extra point after Weidig had knotted 
the score 13 all. Bill Dorn’s block of Neal’s try for conversion in the first quarter proved 
to be the Raider’s downfall. 

U. HIGH 19—MORRIS 6 

In the first home game the Green and Gold w'hipped a surprisingly stubborn Morris 
squad, 19-6. Coming to life in the second half, the Redskins proved a worthy contender 
by holding the Pioneers scoreless and at the same time chalking up 6 points. U. High 
did not .seem quite up to par. 

U. HIGH 32—NORMAL 12 

U. High extended their winning streak by tromping 'their old rivals from across 
town. The Pioneer’s high powered backs divided the scoring honors and pushed across 
^it least one marker in every frame. Normal did not score until the final quarter. 

U. HIGH 38—DWIGHT 0 

U. High remained neck and neck with those Pontiac Indians in the Corn Belt by 
blanking the fifth place Dwight "11”. The Pioneers scored at will, piling up 12 
first downs to the Trojan’s 3. The reserves topped off the scoring spree with a touch¬ 
down pass. 

U. HIGH 27—PONTIAC 13 

In revenge for the many disappointments suffered at the hands of the Indians, the 
Pioneers backed by superior line play, scored in every quarter to break Pontiac’s two year— 
16 game winning streak. Pontiac looked tough as they forged ahead early 6-0; but U. 
High came back hard to pile up 27 points before the Chief Qty boys could score again. 

U. HIGH 27—CLINTON 6 

The Green and Gold kept their season’s slate clear by beating Clinton in a muddy 
game under the arcs. In spoiling the Maroon’s homecoming, the O’Connor men were 
never behind; and the loyal band of followers who braved Ae rain had much to cheer 
about. 

U. HIGH 19—TRINITY 7 

By outplaying and outscoring the favored Pioneers for three quarters at McCormick 
Field, the Irish proved to the fans what a team can do when it is determined to win. 
They led at the half 7-0 and at the end of the third period 7-6; however they couldn’t 
keep it up. U. High rallied in the last stanza to finish the season undefeated. 


Mr. O’Connor’s able assistant in the athletic department of U. High is Thomas 
Douglass. When Mr. Douglass first came to U. High in 1928, he was the school’s only 
coach until 1935, during which time he also taught Agriculture. After 1935, he began 
to spend free time in teaching Agriculture in the University and high school. But ,dur- 
ing this last war, due to a shortage in physical education directors in ISNU, he helped out 
in the University until just last year. Now he is back again with U. High and doing a 
fine job with the freshmen-so'phomore basketball and football teams and the varsity 
baseball team. The varsity football team’s undefeated record last year partially over¬ 
shadowed the fact that Tom Douglass’ Fresh-Soph’s were undefeated and unscored 
upon. Last year’s baseballers won the district meet, while his basketball team this year 
had a better than average win and loss record.

U. High’s champion varsity team, with their undefeated record, had nothing on the 
Fresh-Soph team this year. They not only matched the varsity "no loss” record but also 
were unscored upon in seven contests.

VARSITY BASKETBALL... 


Although the Pioneer basketball squad this year did not reach the peak of playing 
ability that everyone expected , nobody can deny that this year’s ball club with its 18-7 
win and loss record was one of Burt O’Connor’s best. The Green and Gold cagers copped 
the Corn Belt title by losing only one game, a record far superior to even the second 
place team. 

U. High definitely improved as the season progressed. At the beginning of the 
season, the Pioneer five dropped two intercity games to our rivals in Bloomington. How¬ 
ever, in the return encounters with B. H. S. and Trinity, U. High played a much better 
brand of ball to triumph. 

Throughout the first half p( the year. Coach O’Connor tried various combinations in 
his search for a suitable fifth man and finally found him in Bill Mette. Disappointing 
no one. Bill was no small factor in U. High’s recovery from its slump. 

The Pioneer basketballers entered the Lexington Regional as slight favorites over 
Chenoa and Gridley, who, it was promised, would furnish some tough competition. 
After Chenoa had eliminated Gridley with a last second basket, they went on to down 
Coach O’Connor’s boys in the finals 51-47 after overcoming a four point first half 
deficit. 

In the Daily Pantagraph’s selection of an all intercity five on March 23rd, U. High’s 
high scpring Dick Weidig and Jerry Martens landed two of the first team spots while 
Captain Clint Short was named guard of the second team. The Pioneers were the only 
club to have all of its five players given some kind of recognition as the writers gave 
Milt Kadlec’s superior rebounding and Bill Mette’s guarding serious consideration.

In the district meet at Urbana, both Kadlec in the 100 yard dash and Popejoy in 
the pole vault qualified for the State Scholastic track finals at Champaign. U. High 
finished sixth in the meet, which was run off in pouring rain.
